Build a dog crate that you won't want to hide

W hether it’s a bedroom, a eozy window seat or 

(in my ease) a basement shop, all of us need 
plaee where we ean get away. So it makes sense 
that dogs would like a plaee of their own too. Though a dog 
erate might look like a eanine jail, when properly used it ean 
be a retreat — a plaee where your dog will feel safe and seeure 
for short periods of time. 

Unfortunately, most dog erates aren’t designed for looks. 
Wire erates’ eagelike appearanee definitely detraets from a 
room’s deeor. That’s why pet owners typieally attempt to dis¬ 
guise them with a blanket or some type of eover. 

More attraetive wooden dog erates are relatively expensive, 
and many of them share a eommon design flaw: The hinged 
door may extend out into the room or fold baek against the erate 
when left open. To avoid this problem, I designed a wooden dog 


erate that looks like an end table, fits a standard 20-1/2 x 
29-1/2-in. erate pan and features a flipper door that retraets 
inward when you want to leave the erate open. 

I built the erate out of solid oak and oak plywood 
beeause it is durable and eommonly available. You eould 
ehoose any wood that is available as a veneer on plywood, 
or you eould use MDF and paint the finished pieee. 

Construction 

When shopping for materials, measure the thieknesses of 
the plywood and the solid wood — they must be equal. The 
solid stoek ean be slightly thieker than the plywood, but it 
ean’t be thinner — you ean plane the solid stoek down to 
mateh the plywood, but you ean’t plane plywood. 

Begin by making the side panels and door. Traee the

Use a Forstner bit to bore the 1/2-in.-dia. dowel holes in the 
rail pieces. Make an alignment mark that indicates the center 
of the drill bit on the support fence. Bore the holes about 
1/2 in. deep, measuring from the low side of each hole. 


After drilling the dowel holes, attach the side bottom rail 
edges to the side bottom rails with glue and a few 1-1/4-in. 
brad nails. Miter the top edging pieces, and attach them to 
the top panel in the same way.

Assemble the door and side panels. Insert the dowels 
between the rails. Trim any dowels that are too long. Attach 
the stiles to the rails with fine-thread 1-1/4-in. pocket screws. 

rail radius curves on the three top rails. A string or a wood 
trammel works well for drawing the 36-in. radii. Cut along 
the radius lines using a band saw or jigsaw. 

The next step is to drill the holes that will hold the dow¬ 
els. The dowels fit into l/2-in.-dia. holes that are about 1/2 in. 
at their deepest point. Mark the dowel positions on eaeh rail, 
and mark the drill bit’s eenter position on a fenee to aeeu- 
rately position the rails (photo 1, above left). 

Next, attaeh the side bottom rail edging to the side 
bottom rails and the top edging to the top with glue and 
1-1/4-in. brad nails (photo 2). Sand the surfaees flush. 

I assembled the sides and door with poeket serews, but 
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Fasten the flipper door slides to the side panel. A board called a follower strip 
keeps the mounting plates aligned on the slides, which prevents them from bind¬ 
ing. Attach the follower strip with the screws provided. 


you could also use joinery methods 
sueh as biseuits or Festool dominoes. 
Drill the poeket holes in the rails. Then 
dry-fit the dowels between the rails. 
Trim any dowels that are too long. 
Reinsert the dowels in the rail holes, 


apply glue to the rail edges and elamp 
the rails and stiles together. Cheek that 
the assembly is square; then drive 
1-1/4-in. fine-thread poeket serews into 
the stiles (photo 3, p. 13). 

The door ean be attaehed to either

The flipper door mounts on 35mm clip- 
on concealed (often called European- or 
cup-style) hinges. I used a concealed- 
hinge drilling jig (see SOURCES ONLINE) 
to bore the round hinge mortises. 
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side panel. Normally I install hardware 
sueh as drawer slides and door hinges 
after a projeet is assembled, but in this 
ease I found it easier to attaeh the flip¬ 
per door slides to the side panel before 
assembling the erate. 

Though the instruetions are a little 
trieky to follow, the flipper doors are not 
diffieult to install. The front edges of the 
slides are loeated 7/8 in. from the front 
edge of the side panel. Position the bot¬ 
tom edge of the bottom slide flush with 
the bottom of the side panel. Position the 
top edge of the top slide 1-1/4 in. from 
the top edge of the side panel. Fasten the 
slides to the side panel; then slide the 
mounting plates forward until they snap 
in the full forward position. 

Attaeh the follower strip to the 
mounting plates (photo 4, p. 14). The 
strip keeps the plates aligned, prevent¬ 
ing the slides from binding as the door 
opens or eloses. 

Next, install the hinges in the door. 
Drill two 35mm-dia. hinge mortises in

side panels, attach the sides to the back and top rail with glue and pocket screws. 


the baek of the left door stile. The een- 
ters of both hinge mortises are loeated 
1-1/2 in. up or down from the top or 
bottom edge of the door and 25-l/2mm 
(about 1 in.) from the side edge. Fasten 
the hinges with the supplied serews 
(photo 5). 

You’ll need to remove the hardware 


to eomplete the eonstruetion and then 
reinstall it after the finish has eured. 
Avoid driving serews or drilling poeket 
holes in the same positions as any of 
the flipper slide serew holes. 

Drill the poeket holes in the baek 
panel and front rail. Attaeh the sides to 
the baek panel and to the front rail with 
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lir'kril 



Place the top panel and crate assembly upside down on the workbench. Attach 
the top to the side and back panels with glue and pocket screws. Then attach the 
bottom to the sides and back with 2-in. wood screws. 


pocket screws (photo 6, p. 15). 

Drill five poeket holes along the 
top edges of each of the sides and back 
panel for attaehing the top. Place the 
top and side assembly upside down and 
attaeh the top with glue and poeket 
screws (photo 7, left). Plaee the bottom 
on the sides and baek panel. Drill coun¬ 
tersunk pilot holes in the bottom, and 
attaeh it to the sides and baek panel 
with 2-in. wood serews. 

The feet that support the crate also 
create a 1/4-in. spaee below the bottom 
molding to keep it slightly off of the 
floor. Attach the foot rails to the bottom 
with glue and 1-1/4-in. brad nails. Then 
attaeh the foot bloeks with glue and the 
same size brad nails. 

I made the top and bottom eove 
moldings using my router table. If you 
don’t have a router or router table, you 
could use manufactured moldings. The 
manufaetured moldings will not be 
exaetly the same and will not be as wide

Cut the cove molding profile In the top and bottom moldings using a 1/2-in. cove 
bit and router table. Miter-cut the moldings to length, and attach them with glue 
and 1-1/4-in. brad nails. 


as the moldings that I made, so you will 
need to add a straight pieee of stoek to 
ereate the wide bottom molding. 

Attaeh the moldings to the erate 
with glue and 1-1/4-in. brad nails 
(photo 8, left). 

Sand the erate, door and slide par¬ 
tition smooth and apply the finish. I 
used an oil-base stain and three eoats of 
polyurethane. 

After the final eoat of finish has 
eured, remount the flipper door slides, 
hinges and door latch; then attach the 
door slide partition with screws. All that’s 
left is to install a 20-1/2 x 29-1/2-in. crate 
pan and pad and invite your pet to enjoy 
its new retreat. ♦
